Two companions were swimming 


with young Gillman. One of these 
could not swim, and the other, who 
was a fairly good swimmer, made a 
heroic effort to save the drowning 
man, but was unable to do so on ac- 
count of the fact that the young 
fel- 


low was a very poor swimmer him- 
jself and instead of aiding his would- 
' be rescuer, fought against his attempt* 
to help him. 


The morning-after the drowning a 


coroners jury was impanelled by Jus- 
tice Cooper which viewed the remains 
and listened to the testimony of all 
the persons who had been present at 
the time, and they rendered a verdict 
of accidental drowning. 


G. A. Bozlee of Stevens Point was 


one of the men who was with Gillman 
at the time of the accident and he 
testified that the three had gone down 
to swim about eight o'clock, and after 
being in the water about 15 minutes 
he had started logo out.

Due to Cody's Flshways. 


The law passed by the legislature in

The largest bass cap- 
tured -weighed two pounds aud a half 
and the bass that wits-hooked but got 
awav weighed five pounds and four 
ounces. Anglers from here are al- 
ready taking advantage ol the im- 
provement in the Yellow as a fishing 
place.—Marshficld Times.

niprisoned water, and the water tilling 
the reservoir extenting for miles up 
river, thus liberated became an angry 
Hood that raged through the wrecked 
dam in a mighty torrent into the river 
below.

pier, and water falling from 
this 


strikes the breast of the. dam and this 
is cited as another cause of the mis- 


The wrecking of the dam falls as a 


serious blow and set back to the Ne- 
cedah Flour Mill Company. The com- 
pany holds the water power on a ninty- 
nine year lease and are required to keep 
the dam in good repair. 
Since the re- 


pairs were made last summer the 
power has proved more efficient and 
nearly adequate to the company's 
needs, as since then both mill and elec- 
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trie light plant have been operated by 
water power, with exception of about 
three weeks. While it has not been 
definitely settled, it is quite probable 
that the dam will be rebuilt in a sub- 
stantial ,vay. 


As it has become necessary to use 


steam power for the lighting plant, the 
Hour mills will be operated nights also.

Fred G. Gillman, who had been 


working on the dam for the Con- 
solidated Water power. Company, tvas 
drowned on Thursday evening while 
in swimming: with' twi^c<Jiiipinions. 


The deceased was about 24 years of 


age and came here from Plover, being 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. George Gillman 
of that place. 
The father 
of 
the 


young man came here the nest morn- 
ing after the accident and left the 
same day for home with the 
remains. 


' Two companions were swimming 
with young Gillman. 
One of these 


could not swim, and the other, who 
was a fajrly good swimmer, made a 
heroic effort to save the drowning 
man. but was unable to do so on ac- 
count of the fact that the young 
fel- 


low was a very poor swimmer him- 


j self and instead of aiding his 
would- 


| be rescuer, fought against his attempts 


j to help him. 


The morning after the drowning a 


: coroners jury%vas impanelled by 
Jus- 


tice Cooper which viewed the remains 
and listened to the testimony of al! 
the persons who had been present 
at 


the time, and they rendered a verdict 
of accidental drowning. 


G. A. Bozlee of Stevens Point 
was 


one of the men who was with Gillman 
at the time of the accident and he 
testified that the three had gone down 
to swim about eight o'clock, and after 
being in the water about 15 minutes 
be had started to go out. As he start- 
ed to wade from the river he turned 
about and saw Gillman sink beneath 
the water, then come to the surface 
and paddle about rather weekly. He 
surmised that the young fellow 
was 


beyond his depth, and as he was going 


ROSS& 


from the shore instead of coming to- 
ward it, he called to him to attract his 
attention and get him to steer for 
shore. 


Gillman paid no attention to the 


calls and continued to struggle and 
Bozlee s/\*am out to him and caught 
him by the hand. He made an 
effort 


to drag him to shore, but found that 
he could not swim to advantage with 
one hand, so pulled himself loose and 
allowed the drowning man to catch 
hold of his foot. After a brief 
strug- 


gle in this manner Bozlee was pulled 
beneath the water, and he decided 
that he had better save himself be- 
fore they were both drowned and jerk- 
ing away, swam to the shore. Gillman 
continued to struggle for few minutes, 
drifting further from shore all the 
time, and at last, with one despairing 
cry, sank beneath the water to rise no 
more. 


Bozlee testified •- that- there were 


numerous other swimmers just across 
the riyer from where the3" were bath- 
ing, but that they made no effort to 
help him, even tho he called to them 
repeatedly. 


George Gage of Packwaukee, who 


al«o works on the dam, and was the 
third party in swimming, testified to 
about the same facts as had been 
told bv Bozlee, but was unable to as- 
sist in the rescue for the reason that 
he could not swim a stroke and dared 
not go beyond his depth. The con- 
sequence was that he stood 
in the 


water about fifteen feet from 
the 


drowning man and could do nothing to 
save him. 


George Kellner was also swimming 


near the scene of the accident, 
being 


further up the riyer. and when he 
heard the call for help, he 
disrobed 


again and swam to the place 
where 


Gillman had been struggling but a 
moment before, but was unable to do 
anything as the young man has dis- 
appeared from sight. 


The body was soon recovered bv 


Peter Diedrieb and some workmen", 
who constructed a raft and went to 
the scene of the accident. 
The body 


lay ia about ten or twelve feet of wa- 
ter. 
In the meantime Dr. Boorman 


had been called, and tho he made 
every possible effort to resuscitate the 
drowned man, life* was extinct and 
nothing could be done. So near as 
could be told the body had lain in 
the water about forty minutes before 
it was recovered. 


It-was certainly a sad accident, and 


seemingly 
entirely unnecessary, as 


there is no current where it occurred, 
being below the cofferdam and just 
above the grist mill.

Depere Democrat contains a world of 
truth. Xo doubt many a 
newspaper 


man has gone thru the experience of 
listening- to the complaints of mer- 
chants about people sending- out of 
town for g-oods, avd then after he has 
hied himself to his office and written 
out a roast for the fellow that traded 
out of town, he receives a bill from 
the merchant made out on stationery 
tbat was printed 
by some cheap 


printing-concern out of town. 


Yes, it shakes the faith of the editor 


in mankind, but does it alter the facts? 
All editors know that it is the man 
•who does the most whining- and 
the 


least advertising- that is the quickest 
to break a rule that he wants others 
to observe. 


There are cases where the merchant 


himself is to blame for people sroing 
out of town for their goods. They 
Itave asked the merchant to 
order 


something- for them, which the 
mer- 


chant claimed to do. but the length of 
time necessary to secure the article 
convinced the purchaser that it was 
not ordered for months, and in some 
instances not at all. 


The old story of trading- at home 


has been told 
and retold by every 


paper in the country many times, un- 
til it should be familiar to all, and 
barrels of ink have been used in tell- 
ing1 how the town can be benefitted 
thereby, and while every man and 
•woman w h o reads the 
articles may 


not believe in them the way the editor 
does, it does not alter the fact that it 
is good advice just the same, and may 
make some converts to a good course. 


The Tribune tries to follow 
the 


golden rule. "Do unto others as you 
would that they should do unto you," 
and the mere fact that our neighbor 
does not follow the same rule does not 
swerve us in our purpose. 
Had we 


stored up and remembered 
all the 


mean things that have occurred dur- 
ing a. twenty years experience in 
the 


newspaper business, and attempted to 
return a blow for every one we have 
received, it is entirely probable that 
life would have long ago.become a bur- 
den. 


So, in following this rule, we con- 


tinue to tell the people to patronize 
the home merchant. He may get hi s 
printing outside, but patronize h i m 
anyway. The merchant who goes out of 
town for his printing is in the same 
boat with his customer who sends out 
of town. He's bound to get skinned 
in the end; in fact many of them get 
skinned every time only they don't 
known it, but when they do find it 
out, they will reform, not on account 
of sentiment, but because it is business. 


Want a New Bridge. 


People about the city are now loud 


in their condemnation of the fact that 
the bridge is being rebuilt instead of 
a new one being put in. The reason 
for this is that the travel on the bridg e 
is so extensive and the old structure is 
so narrow that at times it can hardly 
accoimnodate the teams that cross. 


Many of the people in their condem- 


nation have a tendency to blame it all 
onto the city fathers, saying- that they 
could as well have expended thit'l/ 
thousand dollars and had a ne« bridge 
as to have wound up with the same 
old structure made of different ma- 
terials. This is not true, for the city 
is now carrying all the debt she can 
legally stagger under, the public im- 
provements of the past few years have- 
ing been something enormous consi- 
dering the population and wealth of 
the city. 


Everybody would like to see a new 


bridge, one that we could hold horse 
races on if necessary, but everything 
cannot be done at once, and this is one 
of the improvements that will have to 
bide its time.

misdemeanor to leave a horse or team 
standing on the street untied.

most of thein head for the bridge it is 
a miracle that nothing more .serious 
has accurrcd.

Mill Dam at Necedah Goes Out. 
Necedah Republican: The mill dam 


across the Yellow river in this village 
went out a little after five o'clock last 
Saturday afternoon. 
The break came 


near the east end, and two piers and 
the dam for one third of its lenght was 
wrecked. 


The critical moment was announced 


by loud noises caused by the creaking 
and snapping of the huge timber as the 
structure gave way before the wall of 
inprisoned water, and the ivater filling 
the reservoir extenting for miles up 
river, thus liberated became an angry 
flood that ragred through the wrecked 
dam in a mighty torrent into the river 
below. 
In the course of a few hours 


the mill-pound was entirely drained of 
water, 
except for a 
little rivulet 


around its edges that once served as 
the channel of the strea.n, or a few 
deep holes here and there over its sur- 
face. 
It was an unusual sight that 


met the eyes of Necedah people last 
Sunday as they looked out over where 
usually is a nice body of water, and 
found a dark, dreary, sunken waste, 
covered with mud, slime, bark and drift 
wood, with an immense growth of 
moss, weeds and reeds laid flat, and 
the monotony relieved occasionally by 
a stump or half-buried saw !og. 


This old mill dam is one of the land 


marks of our village. 
It was built 


forty-nine years ago and is about two 
hundred feet in lenght. 
Some years 


ago there was a -washout near where 
the present break occurred. Last sea- 
son considerable time and money was 
spent in repairs and much leakage was 
stopped. This spring a portion of the 
apron on the east side-was carried away 
by the high water. The undertow of 
water pouring over the dam at this 
point to undermine the foundation and 
no doubt contributed its share in pro- 
ducing 
Saturday's 
disaster. 
Just 


above the dam at this point is an old 
pier, and water falling 
from this 


strikes the breast of the. dam and this 
is cited as another cause of the mis- 
chief. 
The wrecking of the dam falls as a 


serious blow and set back to the Ne- 
cedah Flour Mill Company. The com- 
pany holds the water power on a ninty- 
nine year lease and are required to keep 
the dam in g-ood repair. Since the re- 
pairs were made last summer the 
power has proved more efficient and 
nearly adequate 
to the 
company's 


needs, as since then both mill and elec- 
tric light plant have been operated by 
water power, with exception of about 
three weeks. 
While it has not been 


definitely settled, it is quite probable 
that the datn will be rebuilt in a sub- 
stantial ,vay. 


As it has become necessary to use 


steam power for the lighting plant, the 
flour mills will be operated nights also. 


Jacobson Brothers of this city ex- 


pect to furnish plans for the recon- 
struction of the dam in the near fu- 
ture. They haye been on the ground 
and looked over the premises with a 
view to starting the work.

Good Condition. 


In the first place, it is well to know a 


good cleaner. This can be made by 
adding to wLitiiur enough cold tea to 
make a thin paste. Uernove the fly 
specks with warm tea and dry the mir- 
ror. Then smear some of the paste on 
the prlass and rub wirh a dry cloth. 


A good way to polish the mirror is 


with a soft cloth and a few drops of 
aqua 
ammonia,

per :s not effectual unless the best qual- 
ity of rati nap^r is used. 


To scour mirrors make a paste of 


whiting and water. Rmear the surface 


[ with it and let it dry on the glass. Then 


rub it off with tissue paper or "with a 
soft newspaper. Rub centiy, for the 
particles of ccrit in the paper may 
scratcn the- glass. 


The fallowing- is a :rood way to fill in 


the scratches that often appear on the 
backs of mirrors: Scratch away the 
mercury for a boat a quarter of an inch 
around the scratch and wet the place 
with a clean rag dipped in alcohol. 
Take a broken piece of mirror and 
mark out a piece of silvering larger 
than the place on the mirror. Place a 
small drop of mercury on the center of 
this silvering, allowing it to remain n 
few minutes. 
Clean away the silver 


from art-wind the patch and slip it from 
the broken glass to the place to be 
mended, pressing it into p^ace with a 
small piece of cotton battine.

'Vive la republique[' along with her, 
unconquerable, into eternity." 


Rear Admiral Griffiths, at the time a 


lieutenant 
on 
board the 
Culloden, 


wrote to a newspaper to show that 
Carlyle's account had no foundation in 
fact.

story was true except that the Vengeur 
sank.
